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SST Filibu ster Still a Threat

Althou gh there had been little 
dou bt before today s schedu led 
v ote that the Hou se wou ld ap 
p rov e the SST money , p art of an 
ov er all $2.7 billion transp orta­ 
tion fu nding bill. Rep . Sidney R. 
Yates had v owed a fight against 
the measu re work ed ou t by a 
Hou se Senate conference com­ 
mittee 
The Hou se last week ap p rov ed 


President 
Nix on’s req u est for 
$290 million in SST money by a 
213 174 v ote, bu t the Senate had 
already decided 5 2 to 41 to k ill 
any fu nds for the su p ersp eed 
p lane. Cost was a factor in ’he 
Senate op p osition, bu t mu ch of 
the objection was rooted in env i­ 
ronmental concern. 
Y a te s 
criticism, 
howev er, 
took a different rou te.- He con­ 
tended the $210 million comp ro­ 
mise figu re wou ld 
only 
boost 
cost 
while delay ing 
constru c­ 
tion. 
“ The SST p rogram shou ld be 
k illed 
cleanly 
and 
q u ick ly . ’ 
Yates said, “ not condemned to 
the lingering death v oted by the 
conference." 
Yates estimated the "$8 0 mil

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Human Rights ^ eek 


On December 10 Human Rights Day was held. Decem­ 


ber 15 is Bill of Rights Day and the entire week is 


Human Rights Week. 
President Nix on’s proclamation 


of these day s and this week calls on Americans to “ re­ 
new our commitment to the goal of a just society in 


which ev ery person enjoy s equality of opportunity .” 
That is packing into one week the observ ance of just 
about ev ery thing that American independence and free­ 
dom hav e come to mean. No single day nor week could 


possibly be sufficent to celebrate the meanings of Human 


Rights or the Bill of Rights. 
Howev er, it would be interesting to learn how many 
Americans know what these documents mean and es­ 
pecially how they affect their liv es. The nations of the 
world are div ided ov er human rights and how they may 
be achiev ed, with the Communist bloc and their allies 


opposed to enforcement of human rights by the United 
Nations; and free world nations fighting for it. 
The 
Bill of Rights is. of course, the glory of the American 
Constitution and was adopted by the first Congress to 
clarify rights and priv ileges for which we are thankful 
today . 


Burger's Court Reforms 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger pleaded for speedy 
trials as a sure and quick way to cut crime in the United 
States. A copy righted interv iew by U.S. News and World 
Report brought out one of the most open and compre­ 
hensiv e rev iews of the role of the courts in our sy stem. 
While some Supreme Court decisions might hav e con­ 
tributed to an “ easy -to-get-by ” attitude and a rise in 
crime, the Chief Justice said a far greater influence is 
the delay and uncertainty of criminal trials. 
“ If we could hav e ev ery criminal trial ready to be pre- 
aented within 60 day s after the arrest or the charge. 
T think y ou’d see a v ery , v ery sharp drop in the crime 
rate,” Burger said. “ It would surely put an end to the 
large number of the crimes committed by men out on 
bail waiting six months to It months to be brought to 
trial.” 
The most obv ious remedy , of course, is a largely ex ­ 
panded judicial sy stem, both on the state and federal 
lev els. The way criminal charges are disposed of here 
clogs up the courts. In England, he pointed out. 9 5 to 
17 per cent of all criminal cases are disposed of—and 
with finality —in justice of the peace and county courts. 
And when there are appeals, they are decided within a 
matter of months, and that is the end of it. 
Furthermore, Burger said, there is a glut of so-called 
priv ate cases—div orce, child custody , adoptions, receiv ­ 
erships. automobile accident claims—and some states 
are ex perimenting with disposal of such cases by priv ate 
arbitration to settle priv ates cases. Included in this are 
so-called div ersity ca ses—cases between litigants from 
different states—which bring to federal courts the larg­ 
est single category of civ il litigation. 
Burger had more, much more, to say about reforms 
of courts and penal institutions. The suggestions in his 
interv iew should inspire urgent work both for Congress 
and the courts, to reform practices which encourage 
crime and clog courts. 


4I*Care* About* Y ou’ 


Small communities are waking up to the drug prob­ 
lem in their midst. T>iey are realizing it is not a prob­ 
lem of bustling cities alone. What one community has 
done to discourage teenage drug abuse may be helpful 
to others. 
Considered a national leader in focusing its attention 
on its troubled children, Scottsbluff. Neb., a city of about 
15,000 uses films, speakers and literature to point out 
the dangers of narcotics, first to students and then to 
parents. A Youth Adv isory Committee carries the brunt 
of the work. 
Three y ears ago, this might hav e had an immediate 
effect, as drugs were then beginnnig to be used and 
y ouths could hav e been reached. Today , they are re 
spending more slowly . They come for adv ice when they 
hav e had a “ bad ex perience” with drugs, or when they 
are referred by teachers or friends. But they are begin­ 
ning to eooperate, and that is the beginning of reform. 
Parents are told that the problem ex ists, the dangers 
of drugs, how to recognize the sy mptoms of drug abuse, 
and not to condemn, but to try to help their child, or 
at least put him in touch with thos.e who can. 
The most effectiv e help has been the one-to-one rela 
tionship— someone usually in the y outh adv isory council- 
dev eloping a warm, “ I care-about-y ou friendship” with 
a practicing or potential drug abuser.
